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OUR PRESENT IN RETROSPECT 


The halls were crowded then, during our passage 
through the edifice of Richmond High. The halls were 
crowded then and so were our lives. We were busy 
living life to its fullest, and we were very young. 


Think back and remember the teachers. We scoffed 
at them one day, feared them the next, but respected 
them always. Now, in the present time, some of us 
are teachers, and much has changed. The swift flight 
of time continues, to be relieved only in memory. 


Before our school-day began, we gathered in clan- 
destine-like groups and chattered in ''Bop-talk'', the 
jargon of the day. We ''Bopsters'' exercised our un- 
disputed right to use such terms as ''Zorch,"’ "The 
Most,'' and ‘'Cool.'' When these favorites became 
outmoded, we passed on to other gems, such as 


"Crazy, ''Gone,'' and ‘Utterly Wild." 


Think back and remember the senior activities, the 
festivities which reminded us that youth was slipping 
through our fingers, never to be recaptured again. 
The senior activities started with the Senior Play and 
ended with Commencement, the final act of twelve 
years of education, the final page in a twelve chap- 
ter book. 


In many respects, our school years were among 
the happiest in our lives.

and that held us enthralled. Our average movie con- 
sumption was one a week, a record which proved that, 
in our exalted opinion, movies were better than ever. 


Television also dominated our high school years. 
"| Love Lucy" held top position, while "Dragnet" 
and Ed Sullivan's ''Toast of the Town" ran close sec- 
onds. Liberace was, of course, in a class by himself! 


Our high school thoughts were not entirely care- 
free, however, because during our youth, the Atomic 
Age was born and brought with it the formidable 
threat of the hydrogen bomb and the anticipatory 
shudders of millions of Americans, the threatening 
atmosphere that suggested war. 


All of these features — school, movies, television, 
the fear of the Atomic Age — wrap them together 
and you have our youth. But let us not ponder on 
times gone by, because the future is still ahead of us.
